American financier David Rocke- 
feller told Prime Minister Golda 
Meir yesterday that he had sensed 
improved prospects for a Middle 
East peace in his recent visits to 
Arab capitals. 

Mr. Rockefeller, who is now tour- 
ing Israel as a private citizen, paid 
a call on Mrs. Meir in her office in 
Jerusalem. He had conferred earlier 
with Egypt's President Sadat, Jor- 
dan’s King Hussein and Lebanon's 
President Franjieh. 

In an interview with The Post 
later in the day, Mr. Rockefeller 
said he had found greater desire 
for peace, and more willingness to 
come up with constructive and 
fledble proposals, than ever before 
in Cairo, Beirut and Amman. He 
recalled that he had been to Cairo 
three times in the past seven years, 
and had held discussions with the 
late President Nasser. His current 
visit to Israel. on the other hand, 
Js the first in 42 years. He had 
been here only once before, in 1929, 
in the company of his Jate father, 
John D. Rockefeller, who was then 
engaged in plans for the construc- 
tion of the Palestine Museum of 
Antiquities, which is now known as 
“Rockefeller.” , 

Mr. Rockefeller saw ‘‘reason for 
mo.:st hope” in the Arabs’ new 
interest in peace. He was also 
encouraged by the greatly weaken- 
ed position of the extremist 
fedayeen, and in the increasingly 
moderate stand adopted by even the 
radical Arab governments. He 
thought Israel should “seize the 
opportunity” offered by the new 
trend in the Arab world. 

When he made this point to the 
Prime Minister, Mr. Rockefeller was 
reportedly told that Israel welcom- 
ed any manifestation of Arab desire 
for peace, and would be happy to 
negotiate agreements with each and 
every one of the Arab states. 

He gave the interview after an 
exbausting three-hour tour of the 
Old City, accompanied by his wife 
and daughter Peggy. and by κα

Mr. Rockefeller also met yester- 
day with Finance Minister Pinhas 
Sapir and Bank of Israel Governor 
David Horowitz. 

Asked about Arab feelings to- 
wards the U.S., Mr. Rockefeller sald 
they were largely hostile, due tu 
what was considered to be overwhel- 
ming American support for Israel, 
at the expense of the Arabs. For 
this reason, there was no chance 
for resumption of diplomatic rela- 
tions between Cairo and Washing- 
ton until a settlement had been 
reached, he said. 

A just peace, said Mr. Rockefel- 
ler, would give proper recognition 
to the sovereign rights of all the 
States In the ares. 

Mr. Rockefeller took umbrage at 
the repeated insinuations by news- 
men that his interest in the Middle 
East was motivated by of] and 
finance. He agreed that the region's 
enormous oil resources were a 
factor that “cannot be overlooked,” 
although it was of far greater im- 
portance to Western Europe and 
Japan than to the U.S. But any 
possible question of oil properfy ex- 
propriation, he said, was totally 
eclipsed by the much more profound 
question of peace.

HONGKONG (Reuter). — Commun- 
ist China said yesterday that its 
people woukl take all necessary 
measures without flinching even from 
the “greatest national sacrifices" to 
‘support the Indo-Chinese Peoples. 
This was stated in a joint com- 
munique issued by China and North 
Vietnam after a four-day visit to 
Hanoi by Premier Chou En-lai, the 
New China News agency reported. 

it said: “The Chinese people will 
never allow U.S. Imperialism to run 
amuck and do whatever it pleases 
in Indo-China, Should U.S. impe- 
vialism go down the road of ex- 
panding its war of ion in 
Indo-China, the Chinese people are 
determined to take all necessary 
measures, not flinching even from 
the greatest natlonal sscrifices, to 
give all-out support and assis- 
tance to the Vietnamese and other 
Indo-Chinese peoples for the tho- 
rough defeat of the U-S. aggres- 
sors.”" 

The communique, published two 
days. after Premier Chou's return 
to Peking, said the U.S. had ex- 
panded the war and had declared 
that it would not place any limite- 
tion on the use of U.S. air power 
anywhere in Indo-China. A dan- 
gerous situation to peace in Asia 
and the world had thus been crea- 
ted, the communique said. It added:

African plane hit

Twice be- 
fore, he has been thwarted when 
challenging for the Prime Minister- 
ship. Mr. McMahon, as” Trea 
surer, had looked the natural 
successor government lead- 
er when Prime’ Minister 
Harold Holt disappeared in De- 
cember 1967 whilst skin-diving off 
the Australlan coast. But he was 
blocked by the immovable opposi- 
tlon of the then-Trade Minister 
John Mcewen, the Country Party 
leader and Deputy Premier. Mr. 
Mcewen's opinion was that Mr. 
McMahon was too closely aligned 
to business and industrial interests. 

Relations improve

and Mr. MeMahon improved later,

Mr. McMahon was born in Syd-

when he entered the army and ser- 
ved five-and-half years, during 
World War Two. After the war 
he took a degree in economics and 
in 1949 was elected Liberal member 
for the Sydney constituency of 
Lowe in the election in which the 
Liberals swept the Australian La- 
hour Party out of office. 
Navy Minister 

He soon caught the eye of Prime 
Minister Robert Menzies as min- 
isterial materia) and after only two 
years in the house becarne Minister 
for the Navy. He held portfolios of 
Social Services, Primary Industry 
and Labour and National Service 
before becoming Federal Treasurer 
in succession to Mr. Holt in 1966. 
His eight years ‘as Minister for 
Labour and National Service were 
noteworthy as ἃ comparatively 
peaceful period in Australia’s fre- 
quently strike-ridden economy. 

As Australia enjoyed the prospe- 
_ rity of the late 1960s, MacMahon's

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career continued to prosper as 
Treasurer. 
He adapted himself to the 


Foreign Affairs post with his 
usual dedication but was reported- 
ly far less happy there than he 
had been at the Treasury.

UGH-talking Australian politi- 

cian John Gorton, replaced yes- 
terday after 38 months as Prime 
‘Minister, showed a strong talent for 
surviva] in a career climaxed by his 
election as Liberai Party leader and 
Prime Minister in January 1968. He 
demonstrated this capacity as a 
fighter pilot in the Royal Australian 
Air Force when he was rescued from 
the sea during the ‘arly Japanese 
advances in the Second World War. 
(It was in a crash landing δέον 
that Mr, Gorton suffered severe fa- 


cial injuries which turned his youth- ~ 


ful nandsomeness into the οἱ Α 
familiar features of today.) ee 


His predeliction for ptaln οἷ 
both in public and in private once 
caused his temporary eclipse after 
holding the portfolio of Minister of 
the Navy from 1958 to 1968. 


But he weathered the period as he 
sunvived a number of controversies, 
including a complaint by an ‘ousted 
Air Minister, Dudley Erwin, that 
Gorton’s secretary hed manceuvred 
against him and “blocked” his access 
to Mr. Gorton in 1969. Asked what 
he meant by manoeuvres, the Min- 
ister replied: “It wiggles, it's shape- 
ly and Hts name is Ainsley Gotto.” 


Another storm arose the same year 
after allegations concerning a late- 
night visit to the U.S. Embassy in 
Canberra with a 19-year-old girl 
journalist, 

Mr, Gorton, who earned a repu- 


tation for hard work and strong: 


tactics during. his career, wag born 
on September 9, 1921 and educated 
at the fashionable Geelong Grammer 
School in Victoria. He later went to 
Brasenose College, Oxford, 


He first entered politics during the 
Liberal Jandslide of 1949 and later 
held a variety of Cabinet posts, in- 
cluding those of Works, Education 
and Science and Acting Minister for 
External Affairs. He was appointed 
Leader of the Senate in 1967 and 
gained the respect of his party for 
guiding jJegislation through in the 
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face of numerically superior opposi- 
tlon. 

‘While stil virtually unknown to 
the public, he became Prime Mintis- 
ter after the disappearance of Prime 
Minister Harold Holt in December 
1967. 

As Prime Minister Mr. Gorton 


went abroad several times, including

where he held talks with former 
President Johnson and President 
Nixon. 

He continued his country's sup- 
port of U.S, action in Vietnam and 
recently said he intended to keep 
Australian tropps there until the

Mr, Gorton married Bettina Brown 
of Maine, U.S.A, in 1935 and they 
have two sons and a daughter. He 
enjoys playing bridge and “mucking 
about in the garden.”

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DELAYS IN LAND 
REGISTRATION 


By MOSHE ATER

18 slow progress achieved in 

registration of land titles was 
sharply criticised by Dr, E. Leh- 
mann, chairman of General Mort- 
gage Bank, at the bank’s annual 
meeting last week 

The Agriculture Ministry, which 
is formally responsible for land 
policy, has never been interested 
in matters concerning urban land 
plots, he said. The Housing and 
Justice Ministries have done little 
in thig respect. 

To speed up registration of ur- 
ban lang titles, Dr. Lehmann 
urged creation of a new form of 
“subsidiary registration" of titles 
based on plots provisionally de- 
mareated, and of buildings erect- 
ed thereon. He felt this could help 
In 99 per cent of all cases. 

As long as no valid titles are 
available. no mortgages can be 
Yegistered; as a result most loans 
granted by mortgage banks are 
‘Wow provided in the form of “inter- 

credits," which are legal- 
ly personal debts of the borrower, 
and not mortgages on specific 
assets. Initially this arrangement 
was resorted to as a stop gap, 
in order not to withhold housing 
loans while formal registration of 
titles was not yet completed, but 
currently 80 per cent of loans 
labefled “mortgages” are in fact 
granted in this form. 

Neglect upkeep 

As a result, tenants can dispose 
of their property without theten- 
der's knowledge and consent. Ar- 
rears pile up, and are difficult to 
tackle, Transfer fees are lost by 
the Government. New tenants be- 
nefit from subsidized loans which 
they are not entifled to. More- 
over, tenants tend to neglect the 
upkeep of buildings which are not 
registered on their name, and for 
which they are not legally res- 
ponsible. 

‘Dr. Lehmann, however, welcom- 
ed two recent changes in policies 
affecting housing finances. 

The Treasury is gradually re- 
linquishing its practice of demand- 
ing the proceeds of debenture 
issues to be deposited with it, so 
that it may lend the funds back 
to the issuing banks at terms 
fixed by it for the various cate- 
gories of borrowers. Instead, the 
bamks will be free to use the 
money, though lending will still 
be subject to government direc- 
tives aa regards the groups en- 
titled to mortgage loans, and in- 
terest rates for preferential loans 
will be reduced by means of spe- 


cial subsidies. As a consequence 
the procedure will be smoother, 
and the government's housing bud- 
get — hitherto inflated by in- 
éiuding the amounts lent by the 
banks — will be considerably re- 
duced. 

Moreover, the Treasury and the 
Housing Ministry are no longer 
loans to new 


tained for acquisition of second- 
hand flats. As a consequence, de- 
mand and supply of flats can be 
better balanced, and the Housing 
Ministry's own building programmes 
ean be reduced, 

Turning to the future, Dr. 
Lehmann pointed out that pro- 
spects of building activity should 
be reconsidered in view of ris- 
ing hopes for a lasting cease- 
fire, if not outright peace. In 
ease of need to revamp em- 
ployment, construction would be 
expanded easily and on short 
notice. Apart from housing 
schemes, more hotels and office 
buildings would be required in 
peace conditions. ᾿ 

New peak ‘ 

ἴῃ 1970 building activity reached 
@ new peak, with housing com- 
pletions equalling the previous peak 
(of 1964,) and housing starts ex- 
ceeding It by 15 per cent. Pub- 
lic projects accounted for about 
one quarter of the housing com- 
pleted, but for 40 per cent of the 
houses started. Altogether 45,000 
flats were started last year, one 
quarter more than in 1969. Build- 
ing costs advanced 16 per cent 
{January iast ‘compared with a 
year ago), while prices of build- 
ing plots rose 25 to 50 per cent, 
and are still rising. 

New loans granted by General 
Mortgage Bank in course of that 
year amounted to IL72m., includ- 
ing IL16.3m. for new immigrants, 
Ilii2m. for buHding contractors 
and housing companies, ‘118.3.m. 
for hotels, ILi.4m. for individual 
borrowers. Jerusalem accounted for 
almost one quarter of the total, 
as compared with one tenth In pre- 
vious years. The bank’s own re- 
sources provided 40 per cent of 
the funds lent, Treasury funds 25 
per cent, 

The bank's balance sheet in- 
creased IL70m. (to IL690m.). Its 
operational profit rose 9 per cent. 
However, profits available for dis- 
tribution soared from IL3.7m, to 
IL6m. owing to dissolution of in- 
ternal funds. The bank has de- 
clared a 25 per cent share bonus, 
and has increased its registered 
share capital one third to IL20m.

Row in Norway over. 
Market membership |

OSLO (Ofns). -- 
T= prospect of membership of 
the European “Economic Com- 
munity, the cause of heart-search- 
ing and conflict in Britain, Den- 
mark and Norway, now applying 
for entry, has claimed its first 
victim. The Norwegian Govern- 
ment had to resign last week, 
officially over the leakage “of con- 
fidential documents, but the root 
of the troubie is a rising militant 
opposition to Norwegian member- 
ship of the EEC and sudden fears 
that it may be just around the 

corner. : 

‘An antil-EEC campaign over the 
past year culminated recently ia 
the publication in “Dagbladet,” 
a liberal Oslo newspaper, of do- 


cuments concerning the Common’ 


Market . negotiations, including a 
report of ἃ conversation between 
Mr. William Rogers, the U.S. Secre- 
tary of State, and Mr. Paul Stray, 
the Norwegian “Foreign Minister. 
Mr. Rogers was quoted as saying 
that he wanted Norway in the 
Common Market in order to secure 
Burope’s northern flank and to 
avoid splitting the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation (NATO) poli- 
tically and economically. It was 
grist to the anti-Marketeers' mill, 
playing as they do on neutralist, 
nationalist and anti-Big Power 
sentiment. 

Mr. Per Borten, the Prime Mi- 
nister, admitted that he was the 
source of the leak. His indiscretion 
‘was compounded by the fact of 
showing the report, a confidential 
Foreign Ministry document, to 
Mr. Arne Haugestad, a leader of 
the anti-Common Market campaign. 
Since"Norway is officially committed 
to Common Market membership, 
Mr, _ Borten stood accused of 
plotting against his own Govern- 
ment. 


Denial retracted 


The Prime Minister also had to 
admit, after an earlier denial, that 
he had shown the other document, 
ἃ report from the Norwegian Am- 
bassador in Brussels that Norway's 
demands for special agricultural 
and fishing arrangements would 
make agreement on Common Mar- 
ket membership difficult, to un- 
authorised people. 

The Norwegian Government has 
been deeply split for some time 
over the EEC issue, It is a coali- 
tion of the Right and Centre, com- 
posed of Conservatives, Liberals, 
the Centre (or Farmers') Party — 
to. which Mr. Borten belongs — 
and a temperance and fundamen- 
talist group called the Christian 
People’s Party.

A. NUMBER of business opportu- 

nities in Israel have been cited 
in “Aliya News and Views” {pub- 
lished by the Israel Aliya Centre in 
New York), and have elicited a 

“phenomenal response,” according 
to a spokesman. The ventures of- 
fered include: factories, shops, 
farms, trade firms and partnerships 
in various parts of the country, 
with capital required ranging from 
$20,000 to $500,000. A comparison 
of the respective income forecasts 
with the capital asked for it, Is In- 
teresting as an Indicator of the 
yleld potential newcomers are ex- 
pected to get on their Investment 

In one typical case $46,000 Is 
asked for a plant producing pre- 
cision instruments. The prospective 
buyer is expe pected to be an expert 
in that field and to earn an annual 
TL46,000. Since this obviously in- 
cludes the pay for his labour, he 
would be earning at most 10-12 per 
eent 5p his capital. 

A manufacturer of ladies’ shoes 
may earn IL3,000 a month by in- 
vesting’ $20,000, on which he would 
obviously get mo return. A furai- 
ture store ytelding 12,500 a month 
is offered. for $23,000, which may 
near. about 15 per cent on the in- 
vestment.

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‘Glueck of 
the Negev’ 
recalled | 


dernsalem Post Eeporter 

PROF. Nelson Glueck was de- 

seribed by Prof. Yigael Yadin at 
a memorial meeting on Tuesday 
night as a romantic “Victorian 
Jew" who wandered the deserts of 
the Middle East on the trail of his 
ancestors. : 

Prof. Yadin was speaking at th 
Hebrew Union College in Jerusalem 
on ‘the occasion of the 30th day 
after Prof, Glueck’s death. 

Prof. Yadin said that if Prof, 
Glueck had been British and had 
been named to the House of Lords 
the title he probably would have 
chosen would have been “Glueck of 
the Negev.” His explorations there 
had opened the way for Israeli: ar- 
chaeologists. He was a researcher of 
both banks of the Jordan and of 
the Jordan itself. He did not seek 
antiquities but solutions to prob- 
lems. “He had been an admiring 
pupil of (Willlam) Albright's but in 
the last years the teacher became 
the pupll" who profited from 
Glueck's research in the Negev. 

Prof. Yadin said that Prof. 
Glueck had come to archaeology 
as a man of God. He was also a 
Zionist. It was in the Negev, he 
said, that Prof. Glueck found these 
three points of his life converging 
religion, science and national- 


ism. 

Prof. William G. Dever, who had 
worked closely with Prof. Glueck, 
described him as a man of “simple, 
austere tastes who surrounded him-' 
self with a baroque setting.” He 
too described him as an “incurable 
romantic” who was often involved 
in “the world of power, politics and 
intrigue." Prof. Glueck, he said, was 
more of an explorer and topographer 
than an archaelogist. He loved 
his family and a few close friends 
and above 8}} the land. But an air 
of reserve separated him from most 
people and many will remember him 
as a ruthless man, said Prof. Dever. 

“For all our close associations, I 
didn’t know him. Not well.” Prof, 
Glueck had been the first to explore 
the Negev and ‘Transjordan 
and he had done it at “the one 
moment in history when this could 
have ‘een undertaken.” He had 
made a pioneering contribution in 
identifying 100 Middle Bronze Age 
sites in Transjordan and 50 in’ the 
Negev. “He believed in the histo- 
rical memory of the Bible,” he said. 
Prof. Dever evoked the image of 
Prof. Glueck in hig command car 
in the Negev “straining eagerly for- 
ward for signs of some tracks lead- 
Ing to a spring forgotten for 40 
centuries." | 


EDWARD GELBER 


Edward Gelber: 
an appreciation 


ΞΕ passing of Edward Gelber has 
deprived Jerusalem of one of its 
outstanding citizens and the Zionist 
movement of one of its _ most 
dedicated servants and leaders. 
“Eddie” Gelber, as he was affec- 
tionately known ‘to hundreds, came 
on aliya 17 years ago from Toronto, 
Canada, where he was respected as 
the leading Zionist of Canada, hav- 
ing served as President of the Zion- 
ist Organization of Canada, and in 
many other capacities conmected 
with Jewish education and commu- 
nity life. 
In Jerusalem, both he and his 
wife, Dr. Hannah Gelber, used their 
Uves for the good of the community 
in menifold ways. “Eddie” Gelber 
served in leading positions in the 
Hebrew University of Jerusalem, 
Yad Vashem, the Rubin Academy of 
Music, the International Youth Cen- 
tre, Beit Hillel, the Weizmann Insti- 
tute, and as a member of the Boards 
of the Keren Hayesod and the 
Jewish National Fund. He was a 
member of the Governing Council of 
the World Zionist Organization, and 
was for years a member of the World 
Confederation of the World Zionist 
Organization. Despite bis frail heaith 
he carried burdens which would 
have taxed the strongest of men, 
His passing is a tragic loss to 
Jerusalem, Israel, the Zionist move- 
ment and the Jewish people. His life 
will be an inspiration to ail who

Tougher action on 
driving offenders 


Jerusalem Post πον.» Reporter 

The Knesset’s Economic Commit- 
tee Tuesday approved a whole set 
of new teeth for an amendment to 
the Traffic Ordinance, ready for the 
second and third readings. 

Road offenders will be subject to 
sterner treatment, once the amend- 
ment becomes law. 

Police officers of the rank of in- 
spector and up will be authorised 
to take away driving licences, ad- 
ministratively, from drivers invol- 
ved in fatal accidents, for 90 days 
instead of 30 days as at present. 
Tf the accident involved injuries or 
damage to property, they would be 
able to take away a licence for 
60 ‘days. 

A policeman would also . be 
authorised to decide on the spot, 
whether to give an offender a ticket 
with the aption of a fine, or 8 
court summons. Army drivers who 
had their civilian driving Ucences 
taken away by the court would 
have their military Ucences taken 
away too, in case of conviction in 
fatal accidents.

| Slum-dwellers threaten 
to squat in Kiryat Wolfson

Nahlact residents will take pos- 
session and squet in luxury flats 
in nearby Kiryat Wolfson, if the 
Nahlaot urbay renewal plan is not 
earried out, Mr. Haviv Shimoni, a 
Jerusalem Municipal Councillor, and 
chairman of the Nahlaot neighbour- 
hood council, declared in an open 
letter to the press yesterday eve- 
ning. 

The Nahlact urban renewal plan, 
which invofves the rehousing of 
some 1,250 families, should have 
started two years ago. It has been 
held in abeyance due to pressure 
from other Housing Ministry huild- 
ing projects. Kiryat Wolfgon, which 
should be completed this year, pro- 
mises to be one of the most ex- 
pensive building projects ever built 
in Israel, with the cheapest flats 
starting at prices of about IL160,000 
Tt is sited just at the edge of Nah- 
laot. ᾿ 

According to surveys made in 


Nahblaot, 39 per cent of the flats 
are composed of one room only, 42 
per cent of two rooms, and 19 per 
cent of three and more rooms. Most 
of the families in the area desig- 
nated for urban renewal have over 
four children, but there are also 
many old people in the area. 
Twenty-four per cent of the popu- 
Jation live three or more to a room, 
as compared with an average hous- 
ing density in Jerusalem of 1.68. 

Some of the houses in Nahlaot 
are still without running water and 
washing facilities and there are still 
earth closets in courtyards shared 
by a group of families. Thirty per 
vent of the population are receiving 
help from social welfare agencies. 

Mr. Shimoni, who is also pro- 
testing about the poor physica] and 
educational facilities of schools in 
«ἴδε district, said in his letter that, 
if the plan is not put into action. 
be “could not be responsible for 
any of the action residents of the 
area may take.”

A plot of land in East Jerusalem 
that was a hattleground hetween 
Jews and Arabs four years ago was 
dedicated yesterday as a garden by 
David Rockefeller in the presence of 
Jewish and Arab schoolchildren, 


‘The 10-dumam garden behind the 
Rockefeller Museum was named in 
honour of Mr. Rockefeller's brother, 
New York Governor Nelson A. 
Rockefeller. The walled-in area, until 
now closed to the public, has been 
converted into one of the most at- 
tractive parks in the city. 

The site is part of a jarge tract 
acquired by the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion more than 40 years ago op- 
posite the Old City's north-west cor- 
ner for the construction of an ar- 
chaeological museum, Over the years, 
the plot became a dumping ground 
for archaeological objects for which 
mo room could be found in the mu- 
seum itself. 

Yesterday, Arab schoolchildren 
crowded around the Municipal Youth 
Band, meade up of youngsters from 
West Jerusalem, to listen to Sousa 
marches and Israel folk songs as

they waited for Mr: Rockefeller. The 
New York banker arrived in the 
company of Mayor Teddy Kollek 
and was introduced to Arab, Jewish 
and Armenian notables. The Mayor 
Pointed out that the money for the 
Park 11L100,000) had been donated 
by a New York Jew, Robert Wish- 
nick, in the name of his gentile 
friend, Nelson Rockefeller, for the 
benefit of the residents of Jerusa- 
Iam. 

Mr. Rockefeller, who was accom- 
panied by his wife and daughter, 
noted that his brother had visited 
Israel a number of times, “He has 
the greatest admiration for your 
country and people.”

Egypt's 
rejection of the cease-fire placed 
a heavy responsibility on her for 
heightening world tensions, and she 
deserved world blame on that 
score. Egypt's history of breaking 
agreements meant that any peace 
agreement with her must be based 
on borders and arrangements pro- 
tecting Israel against the outcome 
of violations, Mr. Eban said. 

In presenting his motion, Mr. Lan- 
dau said the Government failed τὸ 
understasd that President Sadat's 
willingness to talk about peace was 
merely a trick to force Israel into 
8 position where its image would 
be one of obduracy.
